During that terrible struggle for American 
Independence, there was a class of individ- 
uals, friends to the old government, whom 
we now call tpria^. who acted as spies and 
Infor me d npbfa toe acts,' sayings and do- 
ings of our revolutionary fathers. Tbey 
were scattered all over the country, oaten- 
sibly tbe friends of tbe colonies, but in re- 
ality the aiders sad alMttors of tyranny and 
despotism, laboriuK to overthrow tbe rights 
and the liberties of the people; they declar- 
ed ths( Britain was the only just friend ef 
America; every unjust and tyrannical act of 
the King was justified, upheld and sustain- 
ed by them, under the plea of ceceasity. — 
They claimed that the colonies could be 
josily taxed at will of the Kiog« for "the 
benefit of the best govennnent on earth;" 
that be waa right in deolaring oa rebels, 
right in taxing ns. right in declaring his 
right to bind the colonies in all cases what- 
soever; they were believers in a "strong 
government." Though the history of the 
King of Great Britain was a history of re- 
peated injuries and usurpations, all having 
in direct .olgeet the establishment of an ab- 
solute tyranny over theae States, yet. strange 
aa it may aeem to him who truly loves his 
country and is ever watchful of her liber- 
ties, bis acts of usurpation were vindicated; 
he was in all things upheld and sustained, 
and indeed justified by the tories of that 
day.

Mr. Bell, from the Select Comnnittee, to 
whom the satjoct waa referred, reported the 
following resoiation.t on Federal affairs. 

Resolved hy the Oeneral Assembly of tie 
Common wealth of KenlucJctj, That this State 
need make no further exhibition, by w ty of 
political resolutions , of her intense loyalty, 
or of her !<iDcero and unalterable devotion 
to the National Union. Ller stand has 
been taken after the maturest deliberation, 
and it is known to the world. She will not 
prove recreant liy tokiagany backward step, 
bat will go forward with all her raaon rces 
of men, money, and credit, to the support 
of oar gallant armins in the field, till the 
rebellion is Rnbdued and trea.son disarmed; 
and she will, through the peaceful mode 
prescribed by tho lundaraental laws of the 
land, U3e lier efforts to correct any errors 
that may hiive been committed either by 
tbe Executive or the legislative departttoato 
of the Government. 

Resolved, That we regard aa impolitic 
the enliatment of nagroee aa soldiera into 
the armiea of the Unitod States, aad we 
earnestly protest against thair enliatment 
within the State of Kentucky; and we re- 
spectfully request the President of the 
United States to remove from our limits 
and borders all camps for negro soldiers by 
which our slaves aro enticed to leave the 
service of their owners. 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
General Assembly, tbe legal status of the 
States In rebellion, as rsgards tbe Union, 
was not changed by the criminal action of 
their people in attempting to secede, thos 
forcing a civil war upon the people of the 
country; and when the people of any or all 
these States shall in good faith return to 
tbeir allegiance, their States, as before the 
war are members of the great American 
Union, and the people thereof are citizens, 
all subject to the Constitution and laws of 
the United Sutes.
